Film Atrocities 


Here is an inside look at some officially 
inspired American propaganda coming to us 
via Hollywood: The movie “The North 
Star,” which is getting such powerful pub- 
licity, has a scene depicting Nazi atrocities 
in Russia. 

There is no denial of atrocities. The Rus- 
sian propagandists present their reports fac- 
tually and hence effectively. But it takes 
the imaginations of the fancy boys in Holly- 
wood and Washington to make goomps of 
the American people. A New York news- 
paper man, George Sokolsky, having seen a 
private preview of the film, blew up. His 
thoughtful report reads, “The central theme 
and scene of the picture is a scene of Ger- 
man physicians bleeding Russian children to 
death to build a blood bank for transfusions. 
This is a dirty war and the Germans have 
been among the dirtiest. I heard Quentin 
Reynolds tell at the Overseas Press Club 
how some German troops used the white flag 
of truce to entrap our troops. He also told 
how they used their own dead for booby 
traps. There are stories of lethal chambers 
to kill civilians wholesale. 

“But the bleeding of children to death by 
physicians to get their blood for transfusion 
purposes—that is incredible because, apart 
from its hellishness, it is so wasteful of time 
and purpose. Blood must be typed. Every 
soldier has his blood type noted on his tag. 
Would it not be quicker to use their own 
troops for the blood bank? And were there 
not enough adults in this village whom they 
could use? 

“I made inquiries: Children require a 
thinner needle; to bleed a child to death 
would require a prolonged period of bleed- 
ing, during which doctors and nurses would 
have to keep the child down. The entire 
job is so inefficient and wasteful that it 
could be done only because the Germans 
would want to kill the children. But there 
are so many swifter and simpler methods 
of murder. They might just shoot them 

Mr. Sokolsky points out that because of 
the many propaganda lies used by the Allies 
in the last war, nobody believed anything 
when it was over. 

When will the military and_ political 
minds learn the simple fact that the truth is 
always more powerful than falsehood? 


Only One Path to Peace 


While the world is ringing with new hope and is dazzled by spectacular events, we 
should like to point out that there is one way every Christian layman can judge uner- 
ringly the quality and sincerity of political and diplomatic movements toward peace. 
When diplomats and political leaders meet, is the basis of their discussion one of mutual 
willingness to share, to give up something of their own in order that the foundations 
of peace may be laid in the hearts of all people, the vanquished as well as the victors? 
Or is the pattern that of holding on grimly to present possessions, many of which were 
taken by bloody conquest in the past, unwilling to share although quick to use little 
nations as pawns to satisfy allied conquerers? In other words, how much of the Chris- 
tian spirit enters into the decisions made? In these terms have war and peace been 
created in the past and will be in the future. 


Up to You’ No one needs to tell you whether or not the diplomatic conference, that 
meeting of leaders or any other session of international figures, is preparing the way 
for peace. If you will dig under the official propaganda and publicity that pours forth 
after each important meeting of diplomats and leaders, and evaluate the facts behind 
the publicity by the above measurements you can judge as well as any one. Every 
Christian should hold this thought steadfastly before his eyes during the coming months. 
Don’t fail to apply it to every international event. Through all the glory and hope 
shed about us by great occasions—such as the Atlantic Charter, the Moscow conference, 
the meeting of the great United Nation leaders—in the end history will finally record 
the value and meaning of these events in the light of this Christian measurement. Thus 
has it measured the bitterness and emptiness of the peace of Versailles because at that 
meeting men were not willing to sacrifice to make a great dream live. 


In the long view As evidence let us point out that, in spite of the spectacular mili- 
tary and political events of recent days, leading historians are already saying that in 
the deeper sense and by the longer view one of the most important events of recent 
months has been going almost unnoticed by the average citizen. We refer to the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation conference at Atlantic City, where FORTY-THREE 
different nations are already in action on a long range program of international co- 
operation. 

Compared to the great amount of space and attention given to other recent events, 
the Atlantic City conference is dull, back page news to the average reader. But the 
Christian should not be the average reader. 


Contrast Here are the facts that contrast the Atlantic City conference with the usual 
political and diplomatic meeting. The Atlantic City international relief conference has 
nothing to do with holding colonies, maintaining economic priorities, or the suppressed 
plans for establishing new frontiers at the expense of others, but deals only with the 
great humanitarian issues of teeding war stricken families, rebuilding schools and hos- 
pitals, restoring life wherever man has been left torn and bleeding by war. In this 
task the forty-three nations are compelled to think of others, are forced to take an at- 
titude of sharing,—only upon that premise could they even inaugurate such a conference. 

Having moved forward on that selfless foundation of uniting to help others, they 
are achieving a unity and progress which is vastly more creative and constructive than 
we now realize. Here also differences and divisions have naturally arisen, but the 
spirit of sharing works miracles. To the Christian mind it has become another instance 
of reassuring proof that, when men will meet on God’s terms, then and then only can 
we find God’s plans and promises being fulfilled for a world of justice and brotherhood. 


Grew Defends Loyal Japanese 


One man has warned America most tellingly about the brutal savagery of the Jap- 


anese military clique and its ambitions. These warnings have been played up in every 
newspaper in the country. When this same man, former Ambassador to Japan Joseph 
C. Grew, takes a strong stand to warn us against intolerance toward loyal Americans 
of Japanese descent, most newspapers ignore him. A warning that Japan is a dan- 
gerous foe is certainly news demanding a prominent spot in the nation’s press, but isn’t 
a plea for reason and understanding of American citizens of Japanese extraction also 
news deserving of attention? 

In a recent speech Mr. Grew said, “Like the Americans of German descent, the over- 
whelming majority of Americans of Japanese origin wish to be and are wholly loyal 
to the United States, and not only that, but they wish to prove that loyalty in service 
to their native land.” ” 

(Mr. Grew very likely had in mind the splendid fighting record set in North Africa 
and Italy by a battalion composed entirely of American-Japanese. Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson has commented on the attitude of these soldiers by saying, “Their 
behavior under fire and their combat discipline have received the praise of General 
Clark. On one occasion, this battalion acted as advance guard. The men of the unit 
displaved great coolness under fire and used their weapons with confidence and skill. 
They have been eager for combat and their morale is of the highest. 

“General Clark remarks that sickness in the battalion is extremely rare. The greatest 
concern of these soldiers is the fear that they may be sent to the rear for hospitalization

Unions Grow 


Statistics provoke thought. Within the past eight years, labor 
unions have grown from 3,500,000 members (ten per cent of or- 
ganizable workers) to over 11,000,000 members (2714 per cent of 
organizable workers). And they are still growing. 


Russian Education Changes 


Little has been reported concerning it in America, 
change has taken place in the Soviet educational system. At the 
time of the revolution, Russia fell in line with the trend toward 
modern progressive education which has been so popular in capitalistic 
nations. This “progressive” system is based on the theory of giving 
full, uninhibited expression to a child’s impulses and ideas and of 
gearing educational processes to this free expression. Naturally this 
does not conform to habits of firm discipline. 

lor years juvenile authorities have complained that this “pro- 

gressive” system was leaving children without a sense of discipline. 
Judges of children’s courts have condemned schools for not having 
taught children the difference between right and wrong and college 
protessors have complained of widespread illiteracy among students 
come to college fresh from the high schools, young people who have 

not acquired an ordinary mastery of grammar, spelling or other basic 
subjects. 

Thousands of American school communities are still refusing to 
face these glaring deficiencies, but Russia has had enough of such 
nonsense and is putting the kids to work. For years Russian schools 
were run on the communist “cell” idea, the children being organized 
s “juvenile workers” to advise and consult the teacher. It was all 
considered fine training for participation in a socialized society but, 
as in America, it has been observed that many youngsters haven’t 
been getting down to business and learning very much. 

So, as Russians are liable to do—and in the way they have dealt 
with such matters as divorce, wage systems, etc—they changed the 
whole national plan overnight. Today Russian boys and girls are 
put under what is called the “Prussian system” ( the Russians are 
even calling it that while they fight the Germans!), stern discipline, 
thorough scholarship. “Study or work in the fields or factory,” is 
the new motto on the wall. 

The Russians have also cut out all co-education. Boys and girls 
have separate schools. Boys are taught technical courses for the 
man’s world as well as the arts and cultural subjects which the Rus- 
sian mind would never neglect. (Even ballet dancing is taught both 
boys and girls in Russian grade schools) Boys must have basic 
military training as well. Girls are taught handicrafts, domestic 
science and child and infant care. But above all there is discipline: 
respect for authority and absolute obedience. 


Objectors’ Line of Action 


While our papers are filled with news of the brave boys who are 
fighting abroad for a free and decent world, no fair minded Chris- 
tian, regardless of his position relative to pacifism, can afford to 
ignore some courageous battles being fought for the principles of 
freedom within the grim, lonely walls of America’s prisons. 

Pacifists at the Lewisburg Federal Penitentiary are at present en- 
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gaged in protest-strikes upon two vital issues. The first is a refusal 
to work in the institution as a protest against racial segregation and 
discrimination. The second is a fast, protesting the censorship of 
mail. A letter from Paton Price, receipt of which in itself is an 
indication of success in the battle of the Lewisburg Penitentiary 
conscientious objectors, gives an account of the situation. The letter 
is dated October 10 but not postmarked until the 19th. It says: 

“I understand that you know that I have refused food since 
Wednesday morning September 29. I wrote two other letters ex- 
plaining my position but they were not allowed to go out. We have 
refused food because it is the only way that we have in our present 
situation of asking for the abolition of censorship; that wall of silence 
that separates all prisoners from the outside world. We have ab- 
solutely no objection to having our mail or any prisoner’s mail ‘in- 
pected’—which we define as reading what has already been written 
tor the purpose of detecting dope or plots of violence, but we cannot 
agree to ‘censorship’ which dictates to a person what he can write, 
what he can read, and with whom he can communicate. 

“Our condemnation of censorship can be summed up in the fol- 
lowing points: (1) places individuals entirely at the mercy of a 
totalitarian penal system without any method of outside appeal; (2) 
encourages prison abuses through secrecy—if there is nothing to hide, 
then no reason for censorship; (3) allows an outmoded prison system 
to go on by keeping it out of public eye; (4) keeps lawbreakers al- 
most completely isolated from society, thus permitting it to have 
false ideas about criminals; (5) raises a cruel and unnatural barrier 
between prisoner and loved ones; (6) denies prisoners contact with 
books, magazines and ideas, except as filtered through totalitarian 
system; (/) denies possibility of creative writing—journals, articles, 
books etc; (8) encourages discrimination against political and re- 
ligious minorities. 

“For the foregoing reasons I feel compelled to fight such an evil 
with the most poweriul weapon I have; my life... Millions of men 
are valiantly giving their lives in the holocaust of war for what 
they believe is a fight for freedom . I believe that real freedom 
will come only when men refuse to submit to tyranny wherever they 
are, and refuse to cooperate—-non-violently, of course—with those 
who would enslave them. Believing so, should I be willing to pay 
the same price for obtaining it that my military friends are paying 
—and vainly?” 

A report from James H. Watson tells the story of the work- 
strikers at the Lewisburg Penitentiary : 

The pacifists involved in the racial work strike made a two-point 
request to the officials on May 19, 1943: First, that a dormitory be 
set aside for those who wished to demonstrate, by living together, 
the basic equality and brotherhood of man, regardless of color; sec- 
ond, that a table be set aside in the dining hall for those who wished 
to exemplify further the workability of racial equality. Remember 
the fourteenth amendment and the Four Freedoms? Incidentally, 
there are plenty of available dormitories and tables. 

Officials contend that the granting of these requests would result 
in general mob violence from the other inmates. This excuse is so 
transparent that it is ridiculous. Guards are so plentiful that missing 
shirt buttons are detected, and mute silence is enforced in the cor- 
ridors. Couldn’t these same officers protect the rights of a few who 
merely want to practice the ideals for which the nation wages war?
